16 Principles Laid Down To Guide 


In Settlement of Differences 


Washingtu.f —The drastic cut in price? of steel by Judge 


Gary of the United States Steel Corporation will precipitate a 
second country wide wave of price cutting it was believed here 
today. 


Chicago, April 14. 


The sixteen principles as outlined by the Railroad Labor 


Board, in abrogating the national agreement, are as fol- 
lows : 


First. An obligation rests upon management, upon each 


organization of employes an dupon each employe to ren- 
der honest, efficient and economical service. 


Second. The spirit of co-operation between management 


and employes being essential to efficient operation, both 
parties will so conduct themselves as to promote this 
spirit. 


Third. 
Management having the responsibility 
for safe, 


efficient and economical operation, the rules will not be 
subversive of necessary discipline. 


Fourth. The right of railway employes to organize for 


lawful objects shall not be denied, 
interfered with or 


obstructed. 


Fifth. 
The right of such lawful organization to act toward 


lawful objects through representatives ol its own choice, 
whether employes of a paiticular carrier or otherwise, 


shall be agreed to by management. 
Sixth. No discrimination shall be practiced by manage- 


ment as between members and non-members of organi- 
zations or as between members of different organizations 
nor shall members of organizations discriminate against 
non-members or use other methods than lawful persua- 
sion to secure their membership. 
Espionage by carriers 


OH the legitimate activities; of labor organization or by 
labor organizations on the legitimate activities of car- 
riers should not be practiced. 


Employes to Have Voice on Wages 


Seventh. The right of employes to be consulted prior to a. 


decision of management adversely affecting- their wages 
or working conditions shall be agreed to by management. 
This right of participation shall be deemed adequately 
complied with if, and when, the representatives of a ma- 
jority of the employes of the 
several classes directly 


affected shall have conferred with the management . 


Eighth. 
No employe should be disciplined without a fail- 


hearing by a designated officer of the carrier. Suspension 
in proper cases pending a hearing, which shall be prompt, 
shall not be deemcda violation of this principle. At a 
reasonable time, prior to the hearing, he is entitled to be 
apprised of the precise charge against him. 
He shall 


have a reasonable opportunity to secure the presence of 
necessary witnesses and shall have the right to be thei'e I 
represented by counsel of Ins choosing. If the judgment i 
shall be in his favor he shall be compensated for the wage I 
loss, if any, suffered by him. 


Ninth. 
Proper classification of employes and a reasonable 


definition of the work to be done by each class for which 
just and reasonable wages are to be paid is necessary, but 
shall not unduly impose uneconomical conditions upon the 
carriers. 


Tenth. Regularity of hours or days during which the em- 


ploye is to serve or hold, himself in readiness to serve is 
desirable. 


Eleventh. 
The principle of seniority, long applied to the 


railroad service, is sound and should be adhered to. 
It 


.should be so applied as not to cause undue impairment of 
the service. 


Eight Hours Work for Eight Hours Pay 


Twelfth. 
The board approves the principles of the eight- 


hour flay, but believes it should be limited jto work requir- 
ing virtually continous application during eight hours. 
For eight hours pay eight hours work should be per- 
formed by all railroad employes, except engine and train 
Hwvicft employes, regulated by the Adamson act, who are 
paid gereraiiy on ti mileage basis as 
well as an hourly 


basis. 


Thirteenth. 
The health and safety of employes should be 


reasonably protected. 


Fourteenth. The carrier.; ami the several crafts and class- 


es of railroad employes have a substantial interest in the 
competency of apprentices or 
persons 
under training. 


Opportunity to learn any craft or occupation shall not be 
unduly restricted. 
| 


Fifteenth. 
The majority of any craft'or class of employes 


shal lhave the light to determine what organization shall 
represent members of such craft or [class. 
Such organi- 


zation .shall have the right to make an agreement .which 
s-hall apply to all employes in such cratt or class. 
No 


such agreement shall infringe, however, upon the right 
of employes not members of the organization represent- 
ing the majority to present grievances either in person 
or by representatives of their own choice. 


Sixteenth. 
Employes called or required to report for work, 


and reporting but not used, should be paid reasonable 
compensation therefor.
